HATCH BLL SENT 
- TO WHITE HOUSE 


Would Tie Hands of 
Federal Employes Dur- 
ing Political Campaigns. 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS,

WASHINGTON, July 21.—Fed- 
eral officeholders in Georgia will 


have their hands definitely tied 
| against future participation in 
political campaigns—even state 
primaries—if the Hatch bill, sent 
to the White House today, is sign- 
ed by President Roosevelt. 

There was considerable uncer- 
tainty today, however, as to 
whether the President will attach 
his signature to the measure. 

Ramifications of the bill are said 
to be broad enough to virtually 
silence all government workers 
below the rank of cabinet officer 
and heads of important adminis- 
trative agencies in Washington. 

Applied to Georgia, 
that all United States district at- 
torneys, marshals, collectors, post- 
masters and the various other fed- 
eral officials sitting in administra- 
tive or supervisory positions, along 
with their subordinates, will be 
denied a privilege heretofore en- 
joyed of openly aligning them- 
selves for or against candidates 
for elective office.

| Farmers Complain They 


Cannot Hire Men, But.

W. J. Greene, Marietta WPA 
area engineer, who was cited. 
for contempt of court last week 
by Judge John C. Mitchell, of 
the Cherokee circuit, and told 
that he would spend 20 days in 
jail if he did not produce Bar- 
tow county WPA rolls, handed 
the list over to a grand jury in 
Cartersville yesterday. 


The action was taken after 
he had been notified by’ Miss Gay 
B. Shepperson, state WPA admin- 
istrator, that Washington had 
granted permission for the move. 
Judge Mitchell dismissed the con- 
tempt charge. 

The move ended a controversy 
between Judge Mitchel] and the 
WPA over the jury’s right to see 
the list. The judge ruled the body 
had the right to “examine county 
records, whether WPA or not, to 
find out to whom paid, how the 
money is being spent, not from the 
standpoint of mere curiosity seek- 
ers but from the standpoint of. 
finding out how the taxpayers’ 
money is being spent.” 

Judge Satisfied. 

He said yesterday that WPA’s 
action “meets fully and completely 
every purpose and demand made 
by the grand jury.” 

As far as it could be learned, 
the action in Cartersville was the 
first time WPA officials had per- 
mitted the agency’s records to be 
scrutinized by a county grand 
jury. 

The jury is investigating charges 
of maladministration of relief 
funds in the county. i 

Ths engineer’ explained that 
WPA regulations prevented him 


from supplying the list. Judge 
Mitchenn then gave him until 11 
o’clock (Atlanta time) yesterday 
morning to produce the records or

There begins, in Atlanta, this afternoon, an 
event of greater import and more widespread 
significance than any which has occurred in 
this city in several decades, perhaps in its en- 
tire history. | 

The Baptist Alliance, a gathering of Bap- 
tists from every quarter of the globe, opens its 
sessions at Ponce de Leon park this afternoon 
and then, for the better part of a week, will 
continue with full daily programs to consider 
and to hear of those things which are vital not 
only to the particular denomination, but to the 
cause of Christ the world over and to the 
earthly as well as spiritual salvation of man. 

Thousands of Baptist men and women visi- 
tors, leaders in their respective communities, are 
in Atlanta today. Of every race and nationality, 
they are gathered for the common purpose of 
advancing the cause of their church and of 
their faith. They receive, therein, the deepest 
interest and sincerest blessing of every good 
citizen. 

From the civic viewpoint alone the sessions 


of the Alliance here mean much to Atlanta. Each 
delegate will carry home word of the beauties 


of this city, of the kindliness of its people and 
of the spirit of southern hospitality which still 
lives within its homes, 

The Atlanta dateline will head news dis- 
patches appearing in thousands of publications 
all over the world.

Greater by far than the material benefits to 
be enjoyed, however, are the spiritual gains 
which, during this convention, may be ours for 
the taking. So great a body of consecrated men 
and women cannot fail to exert a powerful 
influence upon the civic character and the 
civic vision. As a result of the meetings of this 
week Atlanta should be, for all time, a better 
place in which to live. 

Atlanta takes keenest pride in her role of 
hostess. She extends a hand of most sincere 
welcome and, as the week progresses, will open 
her heart more and more completely to these 
visitors from the distant places. 

Atlanta will look upon the Baptist Alliance 
and find it good. She hopes that each visitor, 
each messenger, will look upon the real Atlanta 
and, forgetting some of the surface scars, re- 
member this city, always, as a city intrinsicaily 
fine, a city with a consecrated soul. 


Rule by Law, or Men? 

The extent to which congress has surren- 
dered American government from laws to men 
is indicated in a decision of Federal Judge 
Charles E. Woodward in an anti-trust case 
against a midwestern milk combine. 

Judge Woodward, sustaining demurrers of 
57 individuals, corporations and organizations 
as defendants in the case, ruled that congress 
has removed the marketing of farm products 
from the jurisdiction of the Sherman anti- 
trust law and has placed control in the hands 
of the secretary of agriculture. 

Significantly, he said “the production and 
marketing of agrictultural products, including 
milk, has, so far as interstate commerce is 
concerned, be¢én removed from the sphere of 
trade and barter in a free agency to a status 
of dependence and obedience to the supreme, 
exclusive and plenary control of the secretary 
of agriculture, subject to judicial review in the 
mode prescribed by the statutes.” 

Removed, he might have added, from inde- 
pendence under a government of laws, to ser- 
vility under a government of men. Removed, 
in direct contradiction to the principles of 
American government, from the operation of 
economic forces to the regulation of a totali- 
tarian state. 

Congress surrendered this liberty. Congress 
removed agriculture from the realm of free 
trade and placed it under political control, and 
there the final responsibility must rest. 

In the milk case it is easy to determine the 
result of continued operation under a system 
of this type. The indictment was brought, un- 
der the Sherman law, on an accusation of con- 
spiracy to fix milk prices, control the supply 
and suppress competition in the Chicago area. 
Is it conceivable the secretary of agriculture 
would so far forget his political status as to 
endanger it in any way by “cracking down” on 
the milk situation in any section of the coun- 
try? Or that he would hesitate to prevent the 
spread of the dairying industry of the south 
under the pressure of midwestern elements 
flirting with the Republican party? 

This country has had enough of government 
by men. The thdependence of the people of this 

country has been maintained only because they 


* 


have lived under a government of laws, rather 
than men. It is time congress seriously re- 
examine the legislation log-rolled by the New 
Deal and remove any and all legislation that 
weakens the inalienable right of recourse to 
law rather than to bureaucrats. 


Proper Protection 

It is scarcely conceivable that all ten mem- 
bers of the Atlanta General Council who signed 
a pétition asking Police Chief Hornsby to im- 
mediately withdraw policemen, or supernumer- 
ary policemen, assigned to protect the proper 
ties of Rogers, Inc., against which firm a strike 
is in progress, fully realized the significance of 
their action. 

For what they were asking was withdrawal 
of that protection of the law due all citizens 
when property or bodily safety is imperiled. It 
matters not who the citizen, whether a large 
business enterprise or a group of strikers 
themselves, each is equally entitled to full pro- 
tection against unlawful acts. 

The truth of the situation is there have 
been various outbreaks of lawlessness, fortu- 
nately none of really serious character, since 
this strike was first called. Windows of Rogers’ 
stores have been broken, threats have been 
made against their warehouses and truck 
transportation system. 

Under such circumstances it is the duty of 
the law enforcement officers of the community 
to provide adequate protection for the injured 
or threatened parties. When members of coun- 
cil asked for the withdrawal of these police of- 
ficers, they were simply asking that the city 
refuse a fundamental service to a citizen seri- 
ously in need of that service and who has paid 
for it, fully, by taxation. 

The strike against Rogers, Inc., except for 
the incidents mentioned above, has proceeded 
in orderly fashion. The strikers are on picket 
duty, without molestation. There can be no 
complaint, by the strikers, that they have been 
denied any right the law guarantees. 

The merits of the issues at debate between 
the company and the strikers are, of course, 
not known to The Constitution. They must be 
settled by conference between the two parties 
concerned. And the question of which side to 
the controversy is right has nothing whatever 
to do with the point raised concerning police 
protection. 

The fact remains that any citizen or citi- 
zens who have reason to believe their property 
or their safety is*imperiled by threatened law- 
less acts, has the right to expect full police 
protection against the fulfillment of that 
threat. 

It is altogether probable the window break- 
age and other damage suffered by Rogers, Inc. 
since the inception of this labor dispute has 
not been perpetrated either by, or with the 
knowledge of, any of the strikers. There are, 
unfortunately, always hoodlums who jump at 
the cover of such situations for vandalism their 
warped minds delight to inflict. 

But, whether the damage and threats origi- 
nate with lawless hoodlums or with the strikers 
themselves, the company has the right to ex- 
pect protection from any violators of the laws. 

The fact that Rogers, Inc. are themselves 
paying the supernumerary police assigned to the 
protection of their property does not alter the 
basic situation. That is but a sad commentary 
upon a city which cannot afford the financial 
cost of extending proper police protection to all 
its citizens, but has to make the protected pay 
the immediate cost, in addition to the taxes 
already paid, presumably, for this and other 
rights of the citizen. 

It is to be hoped the ten members of coun- 
cil who signed that paper did so without proper 
realization of what they were doing. The ten 
who signed were J. Allen Couch, George B. 
Lyle, G. Dan Bridges, John T. Marler, Howard 
Haire, John A. White, Raleigh Drennon, C. W. 
Hester, Lester R. Brewer and W. T. Knight. If 
they really understood and, understanding, 
signed, the question of their fitness for the of- 
fice they hold immediately becomes para- 
mount. 

For this action was, in final analysis, a 
Shameful attempt, for political purposes, to 
interfere with the enforcement of the law. When 
politics influence the operation of the law and 
of its guardians, in America, a very real threat 
to the fundamentals of Americanism has ap- 
peared upon the scene.

CLAUSTROPHOBIA 
(From The Nashville Banner.) 
The psychologists have a name for that dread 
of confinement and morbid fear of narrow places, 
so evident in the national and political make-up 


of certain people today. It is claustrophobia. 

_Totalitarian governments have made much of 
this phobia, agitating and aggravating it whene- 
ever their leaderships sought a pretext for some 
new aggressive venture. It has been the excuse 
for most of Europe’s wars and war threats -in 
recent years. It was the explanation given for 
Italy’s war on Ethiopia, for the Reich's seizure of 
Austria and Czecho-Slovakia: for the claims of 
both of these powers on colonies held by other 
powers. It is Japan’s explanation, even, of the 
war on China. 

Germany has now introduced for common 
usage play on another word implying the same 
thing. It is “lebensraum,” and used as it is today 
it becomes a demand, for it means “living space,” 
the idea preached by Hitler’s propagandists, the 
inference being that the citizens of Germany now 
find themselves stifled between narrow frontiers. 

Yet among the more prosperous nations of 
earth—and those living at peace—are peoples liv- 
ing with less space per capita than is enjoyed by 
the people of any of these totalitarian neighbors. 
As a matter of fact, dictators could hardly sin- 
cerely prefer limitless domain, as limitless do- 
main would weaken their power, dependent as it 
is on the compactness of those they rule. 

Germany of today is larger by 17.000 square 
miles than was pre-war Germany when the pop- 
ulation was 11.000,000 less. The territory now 
under the swastika affords land in the amount of 
two acres per man, woman and child, compared 
with Belgium’s less than one acre. It is far greater 
than Italy’s per capita territory in the kingdom 
proper.

For there are in this hemisphere 
several tempting equivalents of 
Tunisia, Corsica and Savoy. And 
an. axis which has disposed of 
Great Britain and France, thanks 
in part to this country’s boycott 
in a time of military need, would 
support Generalissimo Franco or 
his successor in a noble ambition 
to “right historic wrongs” on this 
side of the world and restore to 
Spain her former possessions and 
power in the Americas. Precisely 
the same formula that has been 
followed by Germany and Italy 
would be followed by Spain. 


Present But with Spain still 
Th combing brick dust and 

reat. mortar out of her hair 
and heretics out of her cellars, it 
is a little difficult for Americans 
to picture a situation in which 
that nation would be actually and 
formidably truculent toward the 
United States. The more immedi- 
ate threat has been uttered by 
Germany and Italy, and we are 
included only by inference, but 
very plain inference. 

Domination of the world by the 
chosen, self-acknowledged supe- 
rior peoples of Germany and Italy 
is the proclaimed purpose of the 
axis. And if they are not stopped 
by Great Britafn and France or 
deterred from causing war by the 
| knowledge that the United States 
‘would help Britain and France by 
'measures “short of war,’ this 
‘country’s turn must come to fight 
‘them alone. These are unfortu- 
‘nate, unpleasant facts, but they 
‘can be read in a thousand books 
and state speeches by Hitler and | 


Mussolini and their subordinates 
and in their relations with other 
countries. They mean business, 
and the facts of life cannot be 
‘changed by wishing. 

It is naive to search for reasons 
why Americans should like or 
hate the British and French, the 
Germans and Italians. It is a 
plain simple question of “‘who is 
the enemy?” Britain and France 
obviously are not, but Germany | 
and Italy just as plainly are. The 
question of democracy may be ig- | 
nored, because this country would | 
fight even a democracy if some | 
democracy were to threaten US, | 
The United States just happens to | 
find itself on the Hitler-Mussolini | 
list of enemies, after Great Britain 
and France. Russia, incidentally, | 
isn’t on the list at all and neither | 
is Bolshevism. Bolshevism  waAs | 
just a stall. They could make a 
'deal with Russia any day without 
'the slightest embarrassment or 
sacrifice of principle on either side 
‘because they are all the same 
kind,

EMBARGO ON JAPAN 


Attempts Collapse After 
Hull Refuses to Give an 
Opinion on It. 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—(P)— 
A movement to clap an embargo 


on shipment of war supplies to 
Japan because of her campaign in 
China collapsed in the senate to- 
day when Secretary of State Hull 
studiously avoided an expression 
of opinion on it. 

Hull sent to the author of the 
embargo resolution, Senator.

They 
also ban advertising or representa- 
tions as to other receiving per- 
formance of which the set is not 
consistently capable. 

Also forbidden are misbranding, 
alteration of brand names, imita- 
tion of trade marks and payments 
of money to dealers to “push” a 
particular brand of radio. 

The commission said that 7,150,-
